transmission media, comprising: a controllable driver set coupled to a 
transmission media and include compensation means compensation for self- 
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induced ISI; a transversal filter receiving a data input signal and coupled to the 
transmission media, the filter having programmable filter coefficients sets; and 
means for altering the frequency response of the controllable driver sets based 
on a Z transform, to match the inverse of the frequency response of the 
transmission media.
